FF finding it was now Dox Pedro's Inten-

'Y pen, he Eaſily rid his Head of thoſe im- 
.Y pertinent Imaginations, and two. days 
'Yafter gave a Viſit to the Juſtice, who 
J bcing at home, entertain'd him with 
great Reſpet; and among the reſt of 
the Diſcourſe, knowing Doz Tomazo 
was well skill'd in the Spaniſh Tongue, . 
inform'd him of a Famous Spaniſh Gen- 
theman. that was in thoſe Parts, well 
- worth 
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-worth his Acquaintarice. . Of: which F 
Don Tomazo icemingly made flight, 
telling the Juſtice, that he wasa Young 
Man, and did not know what Incon- F 
veniencies the Knowledge | of that 
Gentleman might produce. But the Þ 
more Dox Tomazo lighted it, themore 
earneſt the Juſtice was to ſend for Don 
Pedro. So that Doz Tomazo, unwilling 
to diſoblige the Juſtice by his Ob- 
ſtinacy,ſyffer'd himſelf to be over-rul'd.

Which being 
brought to Don. Tomazo, he deliver'd 
them to Dox Pedro; who watching his 
opportunity, which the fond:Dotageof 


Tſabella's Mother often gave - him, by 


opening her Cabinet, and diſplaying 


' her Wealth, todazle his Eyes, and ob- 


lige him to the ſatisfaQtion of her de- 
fires, took an honeſt occaſion' to pay 
himſelf for his Drudgery, by takingout 
the real Subſtances, and conveying the 
Counterfeit Shadows in their places. 
Which being done, for about three 
days after, Don Tomazo and Dori Pe- 
dro drank the Juſtice very hard; and.

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indeed, made it their buſineſs to keep FJ 
him elevated for the moſt part of their 
Stay, after the moral Exchange which 
Dox Pedro had made with his Wife. 
During which time, one Evening, the 
Juſtice being bowſie, they took an oc- 
cafion to';make a | Repetition of the 
great Favours he had ſhewn them, pro-, 
mifing thoſe Returns, which they nei- 
ther durſt, nor ever intended; to per- 
form. Inthe Concluſion of which moſt 
lofty Complements, ſome Diſcourſe a- 
riſing about Mrs. 1jabella , D. Pedro 
catch'd at it, and ſpar'd not to fay,that } 
he lov'd her beyond meaſure, and lit- 
tleleſs then his Life ; but he came ſhort 
of D. Tomazo, who ſwore by way of 
Reply, that ſhe was more dear. to him 
then Life it ſelf; and in purſuit of his 
Zeal for the Lady, requeſted the Juſtice 
to declare, if it were his Intention to _ 
diſpoſe of his Daughter in Marriage, 
and if it were poſſible for her to love 
Tomazo and Pedro both alike, on-which 
of the two he would ſooneſt beſtow 
her?
